Whereas certain draft rules , further to amend the 
Goa , Daman and Diu Motor Vehicles Rules , 1965 
were published as required by sub - section (1) of 
Section 133 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central 
Act 4 of 1939) , at page 546 of the Official Gazette 
Series I, No. 51 dated 19-3-1981, under the Notifica 
tion No. HD ( T ) / 11-76 / 78 dated 11-3-1981 of the 
Home Department (General) , Government of Goa , 
Daman and Diu , inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby within 
thirty days from the date of publication of the said 
Notification in the Official Gazette ; 


The qualified doctors are not readily forthcoming 
to open their dispensaries in the villages , as in most 
of the cases , the practice is non -remunerative . As 
per the survey conducted in this Union territory 
there were 828 allopathic doctors as on 1-10-1978 
out of which about 50 % are in Government service , 
and out of the remaining 50 % only half are now 
practising in the rural or semi-rural areas . 


And whereas the said Gazette was made available 
to the public on 19-3-81 ; 


Out of the total 409 inhabited revenue villages , 
only 43 villages have two or more qualified doctors 
while 54 villages have only one doctor , and 312 yil 
lages are left without a single doctor , hence the 
urgency of this scheme to provide positive health 
to each and every individual of the rural area , by 
providing incentives to doctors who are keen to settle 
their private practice in the villages to serve the 
needy patients . 


And whereas no objections and suggestions have 
been received from the public on the said draft by 
the Government;

1. Short title and commencement. — a ) This 
scheme may be called “ The Goa , Daman and Diu 
Rural Health Scheme 1981 -- incentive for private 
practitioners " . 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers confer 
red by clause ( aa ) of sub - section (2 ) of Section 21 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ( Central Act 4 of 
1939) and all other powers enabling him in that 
behalf, the Lieutenant Governor of Goa , Daman and

This scheme is formulated to attract the interest 
of the qualified medical practitioners in medicine

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4. Terms and conditions. -The terms and condi 
tions of this Scheme are as indicated herebelow : 


d ) the additional incentive sanctioned for addi 
tional selected revenue village shall be discontinued 
once any other doctor is enrolled for that : 
village . 


i) Eligibility : 


v ) Leave : 


Any doctor, male or female, holding the regis 
tered medical qualification , irrespective of age, 
certified to be physically and mentally fit by the 
Government Health Officer , is eligible for enroll 
ment. 


a ) every appointed doctor could casually remain 
absent 12 days in a year ; 

b ) any unjustified absence and absence excee 
ding the days prescribed in sub - para ( a ) above 
shall be considered as break of professional service 
and proportionate amount of incentive shall be 
deducted . 


ü ) Conditions for enrolment : 


5. Procedure for application and selection for 
enrolment. -- a ) every application for enrolment 
shall be in Form No. 1. The registration certificate , 
fitness certificate issued by the Health Officer shall 
be attached to the application form and shall be deli 
vered in the Directorate of Health Services , Campal, 
Panaji Goa ; 


a ) the applicant shall be registered ; 

b ) the applicant shall practise medicine in the 
revenue village selected by him and reside over 
there ; 

c ) the applicant may also select one more addi 
tional revenue village for his professional services , 
within the radius of 5 kms. of his main village and 
open another dispensary over there , where he shall 
also be available to the public every day ; 

d ) the applicant shall be available to the public 
in the jurisdiction for professional services ; 

e ) the applicant shall not be attached to any 
Hospital or Nursing Home other than owned by 
himself or engage himself in any trade or business ; 

f ) the applicant may attend the patient on 
call in any area outside his jurisdiction as well as 
regularly attend the patients in these areas ; 

g ) the selected doctor shall refer the patient 
by a letter to the nearest PHC or Hospital when 
he finds that the patient requires specialised ser 
vices or requires to be treated as inpatient; 

h ) the selected doctor shall follow the instruc 
tions given by the Directorate of Health Services 
or the Health Officer of the respective jurisdiction 
for maintaining such records and registers as may 
be specified from time to time, and submit such 
returns, if any , as may be required by the Health 
Department. 


b ) the selection shall bemade by a Committee cons 
tituted by the Secretary (Revenue ) as Chairman , the 
Secretary (Health ) , Member , the Director of Health 
Services, Member and the Director of the Institute 
of Public Assistance (Provedoria ) as member Secre 
tary ; 

c ) only one doctor for every revenue village shall 
be selected and enrolled under this Scheme. The Com 
mittee shall inform the Provedoria the name of the 
selected candidate ; 


d ) the selection made by the Committee is final 
and no reasons shall be given to the doctor whose 
application for enrolment is rejected ; 


e ) the decision for enrolment shall be intimated 
in form No. I to the selected doctor by the Director 
of Provedoria ; 


įži ) Working days : 


a ) every selected doctor shall be available six 
days in a week in his jurisdiction , including Sun 
days , to attend the patients ; 

b ) the selected doctor shall exhibit the off- day 
on the main door of his residence and consulting 
room ; 


f ) the selected doctor shall intimate to the Direc 
tor of Health Services the date . of establishing his 
residence and the clinic in the allotted revenue village 
and get the code No. from the Directorate of Health 
Services ; 

g ) the payment of incentive shall start from the 
date of allotment of Code Number ; 

h ) the selected doctor shall invariably use the 
Code Number allotted to him in all the correspon 
dence with the Government Offices .

c ) there is no bar in attending patients on off 
-day : 


iv ) Stipend : 


a ). every selected doctor shall be paid an incen 
tive of Rs. 250 / - only per month . 

b ) in case the additional revenue village selected 
by the applicant is approved by the Committee 
referred to in clause 5 (b ) the selected doctor shall 
be paid additional incentive of Rs. 100 /- only . 

c ) the incentive shall be paid to the appointed 
doctor by the competent Authority . 


6. Cancellation of enrolment. a ) non -compliance 
of the terms and conditions or any provision of this 
Scheme, misbehaviour or non - cooperation with the 
authorities specified in this Scheme may lead to can 
cellation of the enrolment ; 

b ) the Committee , referred to above shall take 
action as deemed fit and cancel the enrolment if 
necessary ; 

c ) the notice of cancellation shall be sent by regis 
tered A / D to his /her address at the revenue village 
15 days in advance ; 

d ) from the 15th day of issuing notice the selected 
doctor ceases to be covered by this Scheme.
